for a change of zoning of land at 
9 Highland avenue, Newtonville 
and the driveways from Highland 
avenue and Austin street from 
general residence to business dis- 
trict, was rejected by the Newton 
Board of Aldermen at their meet- 
ing on Monday night. The claims 
and rules committee had voted 4 
to 3 against the petition as an- 
nounced by Chairman Inches and 
the board accepted the committee 
report by a vote of 10 to 9.

Politics With 
Color 

bu P. W. C. 


Slnte Department 

One of the most encouraging de- 
velopments since Nov. 7 is the cur- 
rent reorganization of the State 
Department in Washington. It was, 
of course, unfortunate that Cordell 
Hull, who has served with distinc- 
tion for many yenrs should be forc- 
ed out of the picture on account of 
his failing health. Frankly, he was 
one of the very few cabinet mem- 
bers who held the confidence and 
respect of members of both politic- 
al parties. It is hoped on all sides 
that he will eventually be available 
for conference and assistance to 
toose now in charge of this most 
vital of all departments. 

The papers have played up the 
fact that Edward Stettinius is the 
youngest Secretary of State since 
the days of George Washington, 
rersonally, I am much more in- 
terested in his qualifications for 
his new position and in his chance 
for success in tJie tremendous task 
of securing permanent world-wide 
peace. He is a brilliant business- 
man, is well-versed in the methods 
of the administration and has 
shown marked' ability in getting 
along with members of Congress. 
Offhand, I know of no important 
handicaps under which he will 
labor. 

How about the other new faces in 
this department? The best appoint- 
ment, by all odds, is that of Joseph 
C. Grew as Under-Secretary. Grew 
is a trained diplomat with a wide 
range of experience. His vast 
knowledge of Asiatic affairs 
should prove of especial value in 
the trying days ahead. He served 
with distinction as Ambassador to 
Japan and doubtless knows more 
about the Japs than any living 
American. Messrs. Clayton, Rocke- 
feller and MacLeish will unques- 
tionably fill the shoes of Berle, 
Long and Shaw. As a matter of 
fact, Adolph Berle, the former 
Harvard infant prodigy, has long 
been a storm-centre in the De- 
partment of State. My impression 
has been that he was far too 
radical for his post. Furthermore, 
it was rumored for a long time 
that he was one of those who un- 
dermined Sumner Welles and 
eventually caused his retirement. 
In view’ of the great importance of 
our Latin-American relations. 
Wells’ departure was unfortunate. 
Nelson Rockefeller will now help 
to fill this gap. It is conceivable 
that he may prove to be even more 
capable than Welles in dealing 
with Latin-American problems. 
Ickes and Perkins 

Loud-mouthed Harold and Mad- 
ame Perkins are now the only two 
cabinet membeVs who have been in 
Mr. Roosevelt's inner circle from 
the beginning of his administra- 
tion. "The Great Silence,” as 1 
should like to christen Madame 
Perkins, in contrast to "The 
Voice.” (Frank Sinatra, just in 
case my readers are not familiar 
with this remarkable gentleman) 
will almost surely be replaced be- 
fore very long by somebody who 
can and will do something intelli- 
gent and constructive in regard to 


labor. The Mndame is the worst 
appointment the President ever 
a ade and the chnnces are that he 
Knows it. There is some doubt as 
to whether or not she will be suc- 
ceeded by another woman or by a 
man. Any change, however, will be 
beneficial. Furthermore, if you 
should consult our own Bill Cun- 
nir.ghnm, you would doubtless be 
advised thnt any change At all 
Horn Harold Ickes would be a help. 
Bill hns been conducting a one-man 
campaign against this torrid gen- 
tleman for several years.

The Bishop described Madam 
Chiung Kai Shek as the great 
ludy of today’s world and luuded 
hui unusual poise, remarkable 
HQnse of humor, and perfectly bal- 
anced mind. lie closed his tulk 
with a stirring pronouncement by 
Madam Kai Slick on an occasion 
when she was weury from travel 
and overwork: — "Yes I am tired 
. . . there is a limit to physical 
endurance — there is no limit to 
spiritual resources.”

EARNINGS OF FACTORY 
HELP $.16.11 HERE 

The average weekly earnings of 
workmen employed by manufactur- 
ing plants in Newton last month 
were $36.11, an increase of three- 
tenths of one per cent over those 
of the preceding months, according 
to the November report of the 
State Department of Labor and 
Industries. 

The 16 factories in the city re- 
ported 6,385 wage-earners em- 
ployed during the month. *n in- 
crease of two per cent over the 
preceding mpnth. The total weekly 
pay roll increased 2.3 per cent in 
tne same period, reaching the sum 
of $194,464 in the week ending 
October 14. 

The average weekly earnings 
ip the state were $43.95 last month, 
un increase of 1.4 per cent over 
the preceding month. 

The total number of wage earn- 
ers employed in 2,081 representa- 
tive manufacturing establishments 
covered by reports filed with the 
Department of Labor and Indust- 
ries in connection with its monthly 
survey of employment and earn- 
ings, was 487,391 for the week in- 
cluding or ending nearest the 16th 
of October— a decrease of 2,018 
employees, or 0.4 per cent, when 
compared with the number em- 
ployed (488,409) in these same 
establishments during the corres- 
ponding week in September. The 
amounts of the weekly pay rolls 
for all manufacturing establish- 
ments reporting was $21,321,484 
for the same week in October — 
an increase of $216,460 or 1.0 per 
rent over the amount for Septem- 
ber.

Rev. McClintock Is 
Lion’s Club Speaker 

— O- — 

An interesting meeting of the 
Newton Lions Club was held at the 
YMCA last Thursday evening, tho 
speaker being Rev. Richard P. Mc- 
Clintock of the Church of the Mes- 
siah, Auburndalc, whose subject 
was "Listen, Mr. President.” 

The talk, while political, accord- 
ing to the speaker, was definitely 
non-partisan and dealt with the 
serious obligation which the last 
election placed on the shoulders of 
the Chief Executive to whom was 
given a mandate to take the lead in 
establishing a Peace which would 
be just and workable, even if in the 
establishment it is necessary for ua 
and other nations to relinquish 
some of our individual national 
prides. 

Speaking in a conversational 
way, as though he were address- 
ing the President, Mr. McClintock 
urged him not to forget that there 
were almost 23 millions who did 
not vote for him, and would tend 
tc unite them and thus create har 
mony here at home, rather than 
a government which would be for 
only those who had supported him. 
Continuing, he said, "Listen, Mr. 
President, as th& leader of the 
greatest nation and the most pow- 
erful, it is up to you to see that 
when this war is over and victory 
is ours, we must be prepared to in- 
sist on certain fundamentals for 
world peace, and we must take the 
lead in uniting the nations of the 
world, not only the so-called Big 
Four, and thus again set up a block 
of power politics.” 

The talk was most interesting 
and throught-provoking and was 
very well received even though the 
speaker admitted to being a Ro- 
tarian, when introduced by Dr. 
Charles Hall, otherwise known as 
"Lion Charlie,” the program direc- 
tor. 

By unnamous vote of the mem- 
bers a memorial to the late Oscar 
Canady in the form of a resolution 
was adopted, and it was also voted 
that a copy of the resolution be 
mailed to the family of the late 
editor of the Newton Transcript. 

Bill House donated a sweater 
which was raffled off for the bene- 
fit of the funds of the Club. The 
lucky ticket was drawn by Lion 
Doggett of the Boston Host Club, 
and the sweater was won by Asa 
Blakeslee.

WAR BOND FOR XMAS 

How arc thing? this Christmas? 

Fine, you say — got all your shopping done. But there's 
just one thing more. What about that War Bond? 

We don’t mean the War Bond for you. After six War 
Loans, you know what they do for you. You know how thoy 
keep prices down at home. You know what they will mean in 
new homes, in college for the children, in a secure old age after 
the war. 

But what about that War Bond for the kid next door? He 
was in on D-Day, remember? And after he broke out of Nor- 
mandy and raced through France, he’d be home for Christmas, 
eure. 

• Well, it looks now as if he’d have a white Christmas. But 
it won't be at home. It’s lonesome in the white snows of Sieg- 
fried, lonesome before the white turns black in the mud and 
mire of battling tanks. 

The kid needs food this Christmas. He needs warm clothes. 
His gun needs bullets and his howitzer, shells. Maybe you 
haven’t all your shopping done. 

This war, it isn’t “out of the trenches by Christmas.’’ It 
doesn’t look now as if it were “out of the foxhole” or “out of 
the tanks.” The boy must stay there and pitch. It’s up to 
you to pitch, too. Pitch in witli your dollars and keep the kid 
safe with War Bonds. This is the week — the last week of the 
Sixth War Loan. 

WHITE CHRISTMAS? 

WE AREN’T worried enough about this to do any re- 
search on the matter, but it strikes us that the number of times ] 
it has snowed on Christmas Eve — or even a few days before- 
are relatively few. There’s nothing we’d like better than a clean, 
fresh-washed and pristine blanket of snowflakes over the earth 
during the Yuletide, but it seems thatiyou can't bank on it. 

Yet never in our life have we received a Chrismas card in 
which the scenery was not bedecked with snow. It drips from 
the tree?, paints the rooftops white, provides the only decently- 
acceptable base for a sleighful of colorful characters, sets an 
excellent contrast for black scottie dogs with red plaid collars, 
and even saves money for the manufacturers of Christmas cards 
— for all you have to do is leave a white card blank where you 
wish to indicate snow. If snow were mauve, for instance, it 
would raise the price of Christmas cards. The saving here 
alone, since Christmas cards have been used, probably amounts 
to billions of dollars, and, if systematically reinvested, would by 
now be sufficient to pay off the national debt, provide universal 
eocial security, and end the war. 

In the interests of strict accuracy — to which this newspaper 
5s dedicated and frequently achieves — Christmas cards should 
be available in scenes directly proportional to the frequency with 
which it snows on Christmas. For the sake of argument, let us 
arbitrarily decide that it snows on Christmas two out of every 
10 Christmases, and that on the other eight Yuletides it is sort 
of nasty outdoors. 

In that case, it should be necessary to make two Christmas 
' cards with snow on the rooftops and underfoot, mantling the 
world in beauty. Now for the other eight cards we shall have 
to be more careful. 

For two of them, let us make it a scene in which a beautiful 
home, with wreaths in the windows, is sitting amid very murky- 
looking puddles. It has been raining for two days, so the 
ground looks soggy. There should be some dirty-brown leaves 
lying around, and the people in the scene are wearing raincoats 
and old hats. 

In the next scene, for which we’ll use another pair of cards, 
it's a fairly nice day — not exactly sunny, but medium bright. 
It snowed two week ago, so the ground is covered with a mixture 
which is partly gray snow and partly slush, except where the 
automobiles have worn it away. The people are wearing rubbers. 

We'll take two more cards for a scene in which it is so cold 
nobody is in it. The roads are slick with ice. and cars are mov- 
ing slowly. In the distance can be seen a car which has just 
hit a tree. In the foreground is a home covered with icicles so 
that you can’t see the wreaths. 

In the last pair of cards, it’s really a very nice day, except 
that the temperature is 72. There are plenty of people, most 
of them in shirtsleeves, and it is very’ muddy. They have to 
wear rubbers and be careful not to wreck the lawn by walking 
on it. The doorsteps are covered with puddles. ‘ 

What do you think? We agree with you. Let’s pretend 
it always snows on Christmas. Everybody'll feel better.

Tobin** Plum-Tree 

When Feb. 1, 1945 rolls around 
there will be quite a few new 
faces up on Beacon Hill. The six 
major state offices will be split, 
three and three, as against four 
and two, in favor of the G.O.P. 
Governor-elect Tobin is the man 
who has caused the shift in power. 
What I am pointing out now, 
however, is the substantial over- 
hauling about to be done by Mau- 
rice Tobin. There are a great 
many juicy plums available as 
the terms of many commission 
chairmen expire. It is sad but 
true that a number of distinguish- 
ed gentlemen who have been grac- 
ing the public payrolls will short- 
ly have to find a new job or else 
retire, provided they have accu- 
mulated sufficient wherewithal. 
The axe is about to fall on many 
staunch Republicans who have 
been extremely lucky over a long 
period and have survived even the 
advent of Democratic administra- 
tions during the past two or three 
decades. Perhaps the saddest 
cases are those of Tax Commis- 
sioner Henry F.*Long and M.D.C. 
Commissioner “Gene” Hultman. 
The writer’s memory, which is 
fairly long, does not go back to 
the days when these gentlemen 
were employed in the business or 
professional world. Mr. Long has 
led a charmed life, politically, and 
so has Mr. Hultman, though I do 
recall, with some amazement, the 
rebuff which Mr. James M. Curley 
suffered, when Governor, when 
Mr. Clarence A. Barnes, our At- 
torney General-elect, succeeded in 
thwarting the Chief Executive as 
he attempted to oust the M.D.C. 
Commissioner. 

There are one or two Demo- 
crats, too, who may find them- 
selves on the outside, looking in, 
soon after Mayor Tobin ascends 
the throne. I have in mind espe- 
cially that doughty soldier, Gen- 
eral Charles H. Cole, who failed 
of even a nomination for Gover- 
nor on one occasion. However, 
the General has invariably landed 
on some commission, year after 
year after year. As a matter of 
fact, he did a fairly good job on 
the Department of Labor and In- 
dustries, even though a good many 
strikes continued to drag along 
after this department was called 
in. What the General will do in 
the event that Governor-elect To- 
bin gives him the axe remains to 
be seen. Mr. Connors of the Rac- 
ing Commission may also have to 
find work somewhere. Incidental- 
ly, I am not so sure but that it 
may be a good thing to have a 
bit of a shake-up. Even the G.O.P. 
is not above rewarding lame- 
ducks. Frankly, there are several 
gentlemen up on Beacon Hill who 
do not rate their present position. 
The 1948 Election 

Two developments have taken 
place recently which are worthy of 
mention this week. First was the 
news story regarding a contem- 
plated reorganization of the high 
command of the G.O.P. It seems 
that there are a number of Re- 
publicans who were just as half- 
hearted in their support of Gov. 
Dewey as they were in their sup- 
port of Wendell L. Willkie in 
1940. I am not suggesting that 
it was the same group in each 
instance. As I understand it, dif- 
ferent personalities were involved. 
The point is, however, that Gov. 
Dewey is about to encounter stiff 
opposition as soon as he attempts 
to assert his theoretical leader- 
ship of the Republican party. 
What the result will be is any- 
body’s guess. As I view the ‘sit- 
uation, it is much too early to 
attempt to select the G.O.P. can- 
didate for 1948. 

The second development ties in 
closely with the first. Let me 
quote from a column by David 
Lawrence in the Dec. 1 1 Boston 
Traveler: “The Republicans, in 
order to win, will virtually have 
to select their leader in advance, 
too. They had better develop and 
train Gov. Dewey and organize 
a steering committee of leaders 
inside and outside of Congress 
with a huge political organization 
fn every state, active every week 
of the four-year period, than to 
begin arguing about rival candi- 
dates nr to wait until July, 1948, 
hefore getting started."

They were tough hard-fighting 
soldiers on the battlefield, they 
stood the constant firing of enemy 
machine gun fire, trusted to fate in 
the foxholes, and were shelled and 
bombed incessantly. Through it all 
they were American soldiers, they 
were tough. 

But when a frosted birthday 
cake, with pink lighted candles, 
mysterious birthday presents, 
punch, cigarettes, and cards — all 
atop a familiar gray table — are 
wheeled into the ward, where those 
American soldiers are, at Cushing 
General Hospital, Framingham, 
Mass., they are American boys 
again, for whom mothers have 
made birthday cakes. 

Those mothers by proxy to many 
of the veterans at the hospital are 
familiarly known as Red Cross 
workers. From the Red Cross Cent- 
t* every day*, trays loaded with 
happy birthday greetings are 
wheeled into the wards. 

For some men, it is the first 
birthday party that has ever been 
given to them. Young or old, they 
all appreciate it. Strains of 
“Happy Birthday” picked up all 
over the ward, and expressions of 
thanks and happiness tell the whole 
story. 

Some days the birthday load is 
heavier than others. Miss porothy 
Cole of Wallaston, Mass., Red 
Cross Director of the Recreation 
Division, said, “Some days the 
birthday book will show that there 
are to be six or eight birthday 
parties on one day. Others will have 
just one, but there hasn't been one 
single day pass by without some 
soldier's birthday being celebrat- 
ed.” 

To the women in Framingham, 
Natick, Needham, and Newton, are 
due thanks for the regular cake 
donations. In these communities, 
there are groups that donate these 
cakes regularly, one or- more days 
a week. Flowers, cigarettes, and 
presents are frequently donated by 
the different groups. 

If the Red Cross workers know 
the right age of the man who is 
having a birthday, they make sure 
that the right number of candles 
is on the cake. 

Miss Cole stated that these birth-

Postmaster Suggest 
Ways To Speed Mail 

— O — 

To expedite mail delivery and to 
prevent unnecessary double hand- 
ling of letters patrons are advised 
to look carefully, at the signs 
posted over slots and mail bag in 
the lobby of the Newton 58 post- 
office. 

ONE sign reads Air Mail & Spe- 
cial Delivery Only but patrons con- 
tinue to drop all classes of letters 


therein. The Bign over another 
slot reads Newton Letters but 
papers and letters for the entire 
country are dropped into this slot 
which is provided so that local 
mail will be delivered on the next 
trip by local carriers, provided the 
public will cooperate and drop the 
Newton Corner mail into it. The 
slot reading Newspapers — Smail 
Packages daily shows that air 
mail, special delivery and first 
class letters are carelessly dropped 
there in place of the correct class 
of mail which the sign calls for. 

Many patrons in the city of 
Newton do not know ' the zone 
number of their own postoffice, 
many of them still thinking that 
mail for any part of the Garden 
City should be Newton 58. The 
truth is that Newton 68 is only for 
patrons of the Newton Corner sec- 
tion. Therefore, by using Newton 
68 on letters addressed to streets 
in different parts of the city, pa- 
trons only delay their own mail, 
since the number system, if used 
properly by the public, speeds up 
delivery. Saturday evening and 
nert week Monday to Saturday in- 
clusive, the Newton Corner post- 
offlre will remain open untik7 p.m. 
for patrons. 

During the week before Christ- 
mas a special sack will be placed 
in the lobby as has been done in 
the past years. This is solely for 
Newton Corner mail — Newton 68— 
to be exact, and it will be delivered 
by the carriers of the Newton 68 
Branch. Patrons are cautioned not 
to deposit any mail into this sack 
except that for the the Newton 
Corner section.

Edward Harper, a member of 
the Newton Lions Club spoke at 
the last meeting of the Club on 
the subject of X-Rays. He is thd 
District Manager of the Kelley- 
Koett Manufacturing Co., one of 
the oldest and largest manufac- 
turers of X-Ray equipment. Not 
onlv did the speaker tell of the 
history and early beginnings of 
the X-Ray which was discovered 
by Count Wilhelm Konrad von 
Roentgen, but he also told of the 
important uses to which X-Rays 
are put in the industrial world, es- 
pecially in the war industries where 
precision of parts is useless if the 
component materials are not flaw- 
less; it is here that the X-Ray is 
invaluable and in a great measure 
is responsible for the high quality 
of our war machines which arc 
the pride and envy of the world. 

In speaking of the therapeutic 
vijlue of the X-Ray in the treat- 
ment of disease, notably cancer, 
Lion Harper urged the Lions to 
get back of the Fight Cancer move- 
ment, and to also support the 
light against tuberculosis which is 
curable in its early stages, and 
which is capable of being dis- 
covered at its inception through 
the use of the fluoroscopc and 
X-Ray pictures. Telling of what 
is being done in the TB field, he 
praised the City of Lowell, where 
there is in operation a municipal 
X-Ray laboratory to which all 
residents can go for free service 
in the interest of maintaining a 
high health rate among Lowellites.

U. S. Secret Service 
Warns of Check 
Thief And Forger 

Check thieves and check forgers 
will do their Christmas shopping 
with stolen and forged checks if 
merchants nnd housewives aren’t 
particularly careful, according to 
Frank J. Wilson, Chief of the 
U. S. Secret Service, Treasury 
Department. “The government 
mails out nearly one million 
checks every day,” says Chief Wil- 
son, “and about eight million go 
each month to dependents of men 
in the armed forces. Check thieves 
steal as many as they can from 
hall and porch mail boxes. Then 
they forge the endorsements and 
victimize retailers who are so 
anxious to make sales that they 
fail to consider the losses they 
may suffer through carelessness.” 

The Secret Service offers some 
simple precautions to help fight 
the forgery racket. If you receive 
checks by mail, be at home or 
have a member of your family at 
home to receive the checks when 
they are due. Then they can’t be 
stolen from your mail box. 

If you are a retailer or cashier, 
don’t cash checks for strangers 
without proper identification. 
Know your endorsers! Before cash- 
ing any check, ask yourself this 
question: “If this check is re- 
turned as a forgery, can I locate 
the forger and recover my loss?” 

“Christmas is not a holiday for 
the check forger,” Chief Wilson 
said. “He’s on the job every min- 
ute, always looking for merchants 
he can fool. The only way to beat 
Kim is to beat him to the punch. 
Know your endorsers . . . require 
identification!”

A lecture of unusual interest 
and enlightenment was delivered 
on Thursday evening, December 
7, at First Church of Christ, Sci- 
entist, of Newtpn by Herschel P. 
Nunn, C.S.B. of Portland, Oregon, 
whose subject was — Christian Sci- 
ence: The Science of Unfolding 
Being. The lecturer was intro- 
duced by Mrs. Helen L. Leighton, 
Second Reader, who said — 

My Friends: 

Do you remember that lovely 
story of the shepherds watching 
their flocks by night on the win- 
try hillsides of Judea, and how 
they heard music in the skies, and 
the voice of an angel saying, “Fear 
not; for, behold, I bring you good 
tidings of great joy, which shall 
be to all people. For unto you is 
born this day in the city of David 
a Savjour, which is Christ the 
Lord.”? (Luke 2:10,11) 

In this way the Christ came to 
human consciousness nearly two 
thousand years ago; and now this 
Christ-Truth, which has really 
never left us, is being heralded 
again in this age, to those who are 
willing to listen. This truth is 
explained in Christian Science), 
and a Christian Science lecture is 
one of the ways in which the mes- 
sage is given. We have gathered 
here to listen to this message j and 
as one of our Hymns so beautifully 
expresses it, 

“Where meekness will receive 

him, still 

The dear Christ enters in." 

No. 222 C. S. Hymnal. 

Every authorized Christian Sci- 
ence lecturer is a member of the 
Board of Lectureship of The Moth- 
er Church* The First Church of 
Christ, Scientist, in Boston. Our 
lecturer has chosen for his sub- 
ject, “Christian Science, the Sci- 
ence of Unfolding Being.” It is 
my prvilege to bid you welcome, 
and to present Mr. Harschel P. 
Nunn, or Portland, Oregon. 


The lecturer spoke substantially 
as follows: 

What Is a Miracle? 

A Christian Science practitioner 
In one of our large cities found a 
man waiting for him in hls recep- 
tion room. He at once recognized hls 
visitor as a prominent and unusually 
well-informed citizen. The man 
said, "I don’t know why I am here, 
but 1 have been driven to despera- 
tion. The doctors can’t do anything 
for me, so here I am. But I want 
you to understand that I don’t be- 
lieve in God, and I don't believe in 
miracles." 

“AH right,” said the practitioner, 
M 1 don’t believe in miracles as 
miraculous events either. Come Into 
my office and let’s talk it over. Tell 
me how you would define a miracle." 

Without hesitation the man re- 
plied, "Why, a miracle is a setting 
aside of law, and I don't believe that 
law can be set aside.” 

"Fine," said the practitioner. 
‘That’s my definition of a miracle, 
too. Now will you answer another 
question for me? Do you think this 
universe Is governed by a basic, 
fundamental law of harmony, or by 
one of inharmony and discord?” 

After some thought, in which hls 
knowledge of astronomy played an 
important part, the man replied. 
"Why, it must be fundamentally a 
law of harmony or else our universe 
would be in chaos.” 

“That is Just what I expected you 
to say,” said the practitioner, "and 
you have heuled yourself. You can 
see that if the law of the universe 
is a law of harmony you set aside 
this law when vou believe you are 
expressing anything except har- 
mony. According to your definition 
of a miracle it would be miraculous 
for you to be sick, and natural for 
you to be well.” 

Gradually a smile broke over the 
man’s face, and he walked out of 
the office a well man. 

Healing in Christian Science is 
baaed upon the realization that the 
universe Is fundamentally a good 
universe because It Is the creation 
or expression of a good God, of the 
one infinite, divine Mind, of the one 
Spiritual, perfect Principle. 

In her work, "Rudimental Divine 
Science," Mary Baker Eddy, the 
revered Discoverer and Founder of 
Christian Science, asks the question 
(p. 1), "What* Is the Principle of 
Christian Science?” She answers, 
“It is God, the Supreme Being, in- 
finite and immortal Mind, the Soul 
of man and the universe. It is our 
Father which Is In heaven. It is 
substance, Spirit, Life, Truth, and 
Love,— these are the deifle Principle." 

The delflc Principle, God, Is the 
basis of all being. Since this Prin- 
ciple is substance, its creation must 
be an expression of eternal, divine 
unvarying, undecaylng substance, 
which Christian Science declares is 
the only reality of being. Since this 
Principle is Spirit, Its creation must 
be. and is, spiritual, perfect, har- 
monious. Since this Principle is 
Life, its creation must be ever- 
living, ever-active, forever expres- 
sive of infinite being, infinite good. 
Since this Principle is Truth, its 
creation must be and is devoid of 
evil, of falsehood, of error’s every 
claim to pleasure or pain in matter. 
Since this Principle Is divine Love, 
its creation is the evidence or ex- 
pression of abundance, of that which 
blesses, inspires, establishes as per- 
manent good. 

In John ’8 accqunt of the true or 
real creation us given in the first 
chapter of his Gospel, he says, "All 
things were made by him; and 
without him was not any thing made 
that was made." When sin and dis- 
ease are seen as having no basis in 
the delflc Principle. Life, Truth. 
Love, they are seen as wholly de- 
void of reality. Thus they begin to 
fade from human consciousness and 
we experience healing. 

Oar friend in the practitioners 
office glimpsed this fundamental 
fact whep he saw he had been de- 


fining miracle from the wrong 
premise. Now he saw something of 
thq truth expressed In these words 
by Mrs. Eddy In her textbook, "Sci- 
ence and Health with Key to the 
Scriptures” (p. 134), "A miracle ful- 
fils God’s law, but does not violate 
that law. This fact at present seems 
more mysterious than the miracle 
Itself.” She further adds, "The 
miracle Introduces no disorder, but 
unfolds the primal order, establish- 
ing the Science of God’s unchange- 
able law." 

When we constantly insist upon 
recognizing man and the universe 
from this standpelnt of the funda- 
mental goodness of all things, as 
Christian 8clence teaches us to do. 
we Inevitably find good more nat- 
ural than evil, we accept it as the 
normal state to be enjoyed in our 
dally experience, in accord with 
God’s law of perpetual harmony. 

The New Creation 

When creation Is viewed from the 
spiritual standpoint our entire con- 
ception of the universe and of being 
Is made new. In all our reasoning 
in Christian Science we begin with 
the one divine Mind. We acknowl- 
edge God as All-in-all, aa the delflc 
irlnciple, the one infinite cause or 
creator, the center of our being, the 
circumference of it, the Soul of It, 
the substance of it, the basis of It, 


not this a revelation Instead of a 
creation?" 

Certainly It Is revelation, the ap- 
pearing of that which Is and was 
and always will be. This dawning 
consciousness of Truth, "spiritually 
clearer views of Him," this appear- 
ing of Spirit, awakening us from 
the dream of life In matter to the 
spiritual actuality of life In God, is 
Christ’s coming to dispel the Illu- 
sion of life and Intelligence as ex- 
istent In matter. 

This first day of creation, or rev- 
elation, must come to every one ol 
us, for the darkness of error cannot 
forever veil the fact of the spiritual 
perfection of all real being. The 
"vail Is done away In Christ.” when 
this revelation appeared to Mrs. 
Eddy, It not only raised her from 
what was believed to be her death- 
bed, but brought with It such a 
flood of the light of divine Mind 
that the rest of her life was devoted 
to bringing to mankind a knowledge 
of the truth of being as she has 
presented It In Christian Science 
What a glorious day for humanity 
that was— the beginning of Its spir- 
itual awakening and release from 
the bondage of age-old beliefs in sin 
and Its supposed power, sickness and 
Its suoposed reality death and Its 
supposed Inevitability ! It was through 
her illumined understanding of the 
Bible that she found this message 


ered together unto one place, and 
let the dry land appear: and It was 
so." Mrs. Eddy says of this (Science 
and Health, p. 507), "In metaphor, 
the dry land Illustrates the absolute 
formations instituted by Mind, 
while mater symooll/es the elements 
of Mind.” Thus what God Is, Is 
expressed In relation to what God 
does. • God, divine Mind, manifests 
Itself, expresses itself, as man, the 
divine image and likeness. Thus Is 
clearly presented the fact that man 
Is not God, and Ood Is not man. 
This presentation of the perfect 
man Is one of the offices of the 
Christ. • 

“Let the dry land appear.” Let 
what God does reveal what God Is 
This revelation Is the coming of the 
Christ; It Is Christianity appearing, 
first through Christ Jesus and hls 
words and works, then through 
Mary Baker Eddy and her discov- 
ery, Christian Science. Since "the 
Christ Is without beginning of years 
or end of days’* (Science and Health, 
p. 333) it appeared to the patriarchs, 
Abraham, Jacob, Mdses, and to 
many of the prophets, anointing 
them with the divine nature to such 
a degree that they prophetically 
saw the appearing of the fuller 
revelation In the coming of Jesus 
the Christ, as the Messiah or 
anointed one. A beautiful explana- 
tion of this is found In Mrs. Eddy’s. 



ths Principle of It. "The Lord he is 
God; there is none else beside him" 
—beside eternal good. This creation 
ol Spirit appears in steps ol anfold- 
ment, of spiritual awakening. The 
first chapter of Genesis In the King 
James Version of the Holy Bible is 
an account of this unfoldment. a 
revelation of what creation really Is. 

"In the beginning God created 
the heaven and the earth" is the 
first verse of the Bible, and John’s 
first ver$e of his Gospel reads, "In 
the beginning was the Word, and 
the Word was with God, and the 
Word was God.” These $wo state- 
ments of creation place the begin- 
ning in God, but since God, the one 
Infinite Mind, always was, always 
will be, and therefore never began 
to be, what Is It that begins? Our 
Leader says In her exegesis of Gen- 
esis in the textbook (p. 502), "The 
Infinite has no beginning. This 
word beginning is employed to sig- 
nify the only,— thai Is, the eternal 
verity and unity of God and man. 
Including the universe.” 

What Is humanity's beginning, Its 
first glimpse of thi reality of being? 
Is not the beginning for us found 
in our first awakening to the long- 
ing to know God? Job’s awakening 
to his true selfhood began with, 
"Oh that I knew where I might find 
him! that I might come even to hls 
seat I” Down through the ages, the 
eternal demand of God, "Let there 
be Ugnt," has penetrated the dream 
of mortal sense and this cornin'? 
of the Christ has awakened the 
dreamer from hls dream. This awnk- 
ehing to the true sense of being, the 
Science of being, Is the beginning of 
spiritual understanding. It was the 
beginning of freedom for you and 
me. When we have glimpsed the 
truth that all there Is of us is in- 
cluded "In the beginning” with God. 
that we never began In matter— that 
moment the dream of life In matter 
has begun to break. This Is creation 
the appearing of Spirit, the first day 
of creation In Genesis, the mists of 
mortal thought dissolving in the 
light of spiritual understanding. 
Christian Science Is the Science of 
Christ, Truth. The first chapter of 
Genesis is the first record of this 
Christ, Truth, speaking to human 
consciousness. 

In her textbook, Science and 
Health. Mrs. Eddy has devoted a 
chapter to this opening chapter In 
the Bible, Genesis. The fifth verse 
In the Bible account reads, "And 
God called the light Day, and the 
darkness he called Night. And the 
evening and the morning were the 
first day.” 

First Day: Perception of the 
Truth of Being 

In discussing this appearing of 
the light, this first day, Mrs. Eddy 
says (Science and Health, p. 504). 
"This light Is not from the sun nor 
from volcanic flames, but it Is the 
revelation of Truth and of spiritual 
ideas." Further she says, "The suc- 
cessive appearing of God’s Ideas is 
represented as taking place on so 
1 many evenings and mornings. 

| words which indicate, in the ab- 
sence of ’■ewlar time, spiritually 
clearer views of Him, views which 
i are not Implied by material dark- 
UOt* apd dawn," She asks, "Was 


and through revelation that she gave 
to humanity her great discovery, 
Christian Science. 

In the study of this Science we 
come to know that "day” Is not a 
period of time but that It Is "the 
irradiahee of Life" (Science and 
Health, p. 584) as our textbook de- 
fines It. This ever shining forth of 
the light of Truth is the*endless day 
of God’s appearing, not measured 
by time but, to continue with the 
definition, by “the good that is un- 
folded.” 

To know the truth about "day" Is 
a step of great import in human 
progress, a step in grasping the Sci- 
ence of Being. Let our first waking 
thought In the morning be one of 
realization that this day is not a 
period of time, but of unfoldment of 
good. It is governed by divine Mind 
—every event in it. Let us know 
that this is God’s day, not mortal 
mind’s; a day of revelation, of spirit- 
ual awakening, of glorious accom- 
plishment. Nothing can enter into 
It that "deflleth, ... or maketh a 
lie." It Is established "In the secret 
place of .the most High” and there 
abides— protected, fruitful, blessed, 
hallowed. 

According to the account of Gen- 
esis, creation appeared in seven 
days. Each of these days presents 
new views of being. They reveal the 
unfolding steps in the understand- 
ing and recognition of all true being 
and In the comprehension of prayer 
As we proceed today, you will note 
that each day in Its unfoldment 
presents another phase of prayer— 
of this ascending consciousness of 
being. 

Second Day: The Day of the 
Firmament — Understanding 

On the second day. or second step 
In spiritual progress, appears the 
firmament or spiritual undi* land- 
ing. "And God said, Let there be a 
firmament in the midst of the 
waters, and let it divide the waters 
from the waters." Our Leader says 
of this spiritual understanding (Sci- 
ence and Health, p. 505), "Undei- 
standing is the line of demarcation 
between the real and unreal. Spirit- 
ual understanding unfolds Mind,— 
Life, Truth, and Love,— and demon- 
strates the divine sense, giving the 
spiritual proof of the universe in 
Christian Science." This statement 
of Mrs. Eddy’s shows the mission ol 
Christian Science, the second com- 
ing ol Christ, In its clear presenta- 
tion that Mind's unfoldment of its 
own being, Life, Truth, Love. Is what 
draws the line between the real and 
the unreal. 

Creation appears, reveals Itself, 
only as the Christ appears— only as 
the divine Mind manifests its own 
being. As we have said, our Leader 
points out that the Genesis presen- 
tation is a revelation Instead ot a 
i creation. It, therefore, shuws that 
creation is in reality, the expres- 
sion or revelation of God. In other 
words. God— Life. Truth, Love— ap- 
pearing, revealing Himself. Is the 
creation. 

At this point l.am going to tuke 
you into the third day. for a mo- 
ment. then back Into the second day 
vain. "And God said, Let the 

waters under the heaven be gaih- 


, Christmas Sermon in her work 
j "Miscellaneous Writings" (p. 161) 

; the first paragraph of which reads, 
“To the senses, Jesus was the son 
of man: in Science, man is the son 
of God. The material senses could 
not cognize the Christ, or Son of 
God: it was Jesus’ approximation to 
this state of being that made him 
the Christ-Jesus, the Godlike, the 
anoin'ed." And further in this ser- 
mon she says, "To carry out his 
holy purpose, he must be oblivious 
of human self.” Jesus was not the 
only one who could become so 
“oblivious of human self” as to 
“cognize the Christ" in a sufficient 
degree to become an anointed one. 
Did he not pray, "And the glory 
which thou gavest me I have given 
them; that they may be one, even 
as we are one: I in them, and thou 
in me, that they may be made per- 
fect in one"? Christ Jesus knew the 
inevitableness of the fuller appear- 
ing of the Christ, Truth, that final 
revelation of the divine Principle of 
being which would bring to man- 
kind a scientific method of Christian 
healing. This revelation appeared 
to one so willing to be oblivious of 
human self that she was able to 
“cognize the Christ, or Son of God." 
to a sufficient degree to be another 
anointed one. and bring to humanity 
the Science of Christianity, or 
Christian Science — our revered and 
beloved Leader.' Mary Baker Eddy. 

Jesus appeared as the result of 
Mary's spiritual recognition of the 
fatherhood of God. Christian Sci- 
ence appeared with the revelation 
to Mrs. Eddy of God's motherhood. 

Now back to our second day 
again, the day of the firmament or 
understanding. With the firmament, 
his spiritual understanding, the 
ChrLstian Scientist is able to sepa- 
rate belief from spiritual fact. He 
sees how he too may become ob- 
livious of human self to such a 
degree that he may "cognize the 
Christ, or Son of God," as embracing 
the reality of his own being. Thus 
he will be able to rise above sin and 
disease, prove their nothingness in 
his own experience, and help others 
do the same. Thus he will expe- 
rience the resurrection and ulti- 
mately the ascension. Thus we shall 
all be made "kings and priests unto 
God." This brings us to the third 
day. 

Third Day: The Christ Appearing 

After the firmament of spiritual 
understanding or the light of* reve- 
lation has come to us, consciousness 
Is free to unfold, to rise and ascend 
Our individual spiritual conscious- 
ness ud vances. Increases, abounds. 
This state "is an important one to 
the human thought, letting In the 
light of spiritual understanding." 
lays Mrs Eddy « Science and Health, 
ip 508 509) And she adds. "This 
lod corresponds to the resurrec- 
tion, when Spirit Is discerned to D« 
the Life of all, . . . dependent upon 
no material organization." This Is 
the third day. the third step In 
spiritual progress— rising above the 
false to the resurrection that takes 
hold ol eternal Truth. This is the 
coming to each one of us of the 
Christ 

On the third duy "Goa said. Let 

the earth bring forth grass, the herb 


yielding seed, and the fruit tree 
yielding fruit after hls kind, whose 
seed is in Itself, upon the earth." 
The seed within itaelf-thla is the 
mandate of Immortality, of a for- 
ever growing, unfolding, ascending 
creation. This la the law of resur- 
rection to whatever seems to die— 
the law that says there Is no death. 
Every little sprig that lifts Itself 
from the dust ano grows confirms 
this law. Every thought that lifts 
itself above the belief of life in 
matter to the apprehension that 
Life is God, is resurrection, or spir- 
itual fruitage. 

Jesus' life among men was evi- 
dence of continuing resurrection, the 
true idea of freedom. He accepted 
no other but spiritual consciousness. 
He proved that Ood was hls Mind; 
Soul hls only tense of being; Spirit 
hls substance. Through hls dally, 
hourly resurrection from the tomb 
of mortal beliefs, he gave evidence 
of his own at-one-ment with divine 
Principle, and out of the fullness of 
hls demonstration he taught others 
how to prove theirs. 

A difficult experience that seems 
afflictive and crushing to one will 
Inspire another to lift hls thought 
above the belief of life In matter 
and achieve victory. Why Is this? 
Is It not because to one the expe- 
rience Is accepted aa a crucifixion, 
while to the other it Is a resurrec- 
tion? We learn In Christian 8clence 
that resurrection Is awakening to a 
more spiritual sense of life, a yield- 
ing of the material sense to the 
spiritual, of fear to Love. This 
occurs in every demonstration of 
Christian Science, and resurrection 
becomes the inevitable law of ek- 
iatence. Thus every human sense of 
crucifixion becomes merely a chal- 
lenge to reach higher goals of spir- 
itual achievement, because no matter 
what the testimony of the senses 
may suggest to the contrary, only 
the spiritual Is real— only the spirit- 
ual. the real, 1s actually going on. 

Christian Scientists unite In their 
church organizations to give evi- 
dence of the great resurrection that 
Is taking place in human conscious- 
ness. At their Wednesday evening 
meetings speaker after speaker rises 
from hls seat to give grateful testi- 
mony to a resurrection that has 
taken place In hls human expe- 
rience. Very often after you have 
heard an account of remarkable 
healing of some physical difficulty 
you will hear the speaker say some- 
thing to this effect: "Though I am 
unspeakably grateful for this physi- 
cal healing I am more grateful still 
for the spiritual awakening, the new 
love and appreciation for the Bible 
that has come Into my life." You 
also hear an expression of heart- 
felt gratitude for the life and work 
of our noble Leader, Mary Baker 
Eddy, her great work for the sal- 
vation of mankind, and for her 
textbook, "Science and Health with 
Key to the Bcrlptures.’’ 

Fourth Day: Uplifting Thoughts of 
Spiritual Enlightenment 

The fourth step In progress la the 
day of spiritual enlightenment, when 
God says, “Let there be lights in the 
firmament of the heaven ... to 
give light upon the earth.” This is 
the day of unfolding understanding 
In prayer, when spiritual conscious- 
ness expands and marvelous reveal- 
lngs come to us. This Is the day 
when divine 8cience, typified in the 
Revelation of St. John as "a woman 
' clothed with the sun," illumines the 
consciousness of each worker In 
Science with spiritual light and 
power. The spiritual sense of Chris- 
tian Scientists shines like stars In 
the firmament of heaven. Then 
spiritual healing becomes sponta- 
neous, the unlabored action of Love 
"reflected in love," as our textbook 
puts it (p. 17). 

In this day of spiritual enlighten- 
ment, men are taught of Soul and 
spiritual sense. It is the Pentecostal 
day when, moved by the same Spirit, 
men meet "with one accord, in one 
place." in spiritual consciousness; 
the "day" when nations will have 
one Mind, one purpose, and shall 
dwell In peace together. 

"And God made two great lights; 
the greater light to rule the day 
and the lesser light to rule the 
night: he made the stars also." In 
the darkness or twilight of uncer- 
tainty the lesser light of the ques- 
tioning prayer of petition rules the 
darkness or twilight of our uncer- 
tainty until In the warmth and glow 
of understanding our daytime of 
Illumined consciousness is lighted 
by the greater light of the prayer 
which confidently affirms the allness 
of God and the great facts of being 
revealed In Christian Science. 

Let the prayer of ascending con- 
sciousness of God be to you a new 
vision of the first chapter of Gen- 
esis. Let a new sense of creation 
appear, the revelation of reality, the 
kingdom of heaven, here. 

True prayer is such an Intimate 
consciousness of man's at-one-ment 
or oneness with the Father that the 
experience which we describe as 
turning to God In prayer quickly 
becomes a consciousness of God’s 
available presence and power, an 
Illumination of thought so com- 
plete, so precious, to assuring, that 
notions of any other power, any 
other law, any other being, vanish 
before It. 

Undesirable qualities of character 
are uncovered, rooted out and healed 
through such prayer. I heard a 
teacher In one of our well-known 
schools tell of such a healing ac- 
companied by a convincing physical 
healing of a growth on the bottom 
of her foot. Her mental work un- 
covered the fact that the growth 
had appeared at a time when she 
had been deeply hurt by circum- 
stances which, as she put it "had 
gotten under my skin." She realized 
that her hurt was due to her super- 
sensltive'ne&s. She said that in her 
mental work she realized that as a 
child of God she could be sensitive 
only to the good which He gave, and 
that in reality there was only this 
spiritual good to which to be sen- 
She was healed of the super- 
seftsltiveness and the growth loos- 
ened at the root and came out of 
the foot, never to return. 

Fifth Day: The Day of Aspiration 

What Is the next step in prayei 
In our Individual, spiritual progress. 
In recognition of true selfhood, the 
fifth day in the first chaptef of 
Oenesls? Ascending thought, leav- 
ing earth for heaven, Illumined with 
lights, rorsakin? matter for Spirit, 
rises into spiritual altitudes, and 
reachfes the duy oi aspiration, the 
'fifth step In the progressive ap- 
pearing of creation 

Aspirations are typified In Gen- 
esis 1:20 as the 1 fowls, which fly 
above the earth in the open firma- 
ment (spiritual understanding! ol 
heaven " These aspirations soar 
above and beyond all corporeality; 
they reveal the fact that our true 


and only selfhood is separated from 
mortal mind perversions. They not 
only partake of the nature of, but 
appear as, Ood’s thoughts. Every 
hungering desire, aspiring to Truth, 

Is supported and protected by Ood’s 
thoughts, the lights in the firma- 
ment. Heavenly aspirations open 
the door of consciousness, and let 
In the beautiful and good. True as- 
piration reflects divine power. 

The life of an active Christian 
Scientist is not one of ease in mat- 
ter, but of spiritualizing thoilght 
and exercising God-given dominion. 
Our Christian Science churches are 
made up, for the most part, of men 
and women Joyously working to- 
gether in unity for our services, our 
Sunday schools, our testimony meet- 
ings. Their problems of organiza- 
tion are being worked out from the 
standpoint of demonstration of the 
activity of the one divine Mind, in- 
stead of through personal political 
manipulation. This experience makes 
them better citizens through the ac- 
tual practice of democracy. 

Mary Baker Eddy’s definition ol 
church in the Glossary of her text- 
book Is well known to Christian 
Scientists. It Is the basis of their 
prayer and their work for their 
church. The first part of this defi- 
nition presents the spiritual Idea 
of Church, the divine fact, of which 
the second part of the definition is 
the human concept, its expression 
in human experience. The first part 
reads (Science and Health, p. 583) 
"Church. The structure of Truth 
and Love; whatever rests upon and 
proceeds from divine Principle." 
This great statement expresses the 
infinite reality of what church 
really is, a spiritually mental activ- 
ity of the one divine Principle, God. 
Nothing human or mortal can assail 
It nor Interfere with the expression 
of Its holy purpose. It Is as inviolate 
as the Christ, for it is the evidence 
of the Christ. 

The second part of this definition 
is: “The Church is that institution, 
which affords proof of its utility 
and is found elevating the race, 1 
rousing the dormant understand- I 
ing from material beliefs to the ap- 
prehension of spiritual Ideas and 
the demonstration of divine Sci- 
ence, thereby casting out devils, or 
erqpr, and healing the sick.” There 
are seven steps In this presentation 
even as there are seven “days" In 
the Genesis unfoldment of creation. 
You will note ‘the first step requires 
that the Institution afford “proof of 
Its utility " second it “is found ele- 
vating the race." third, it is seen 
"rousing the dormant understand- 
ing from material beliefs.” fourth, 
this roused understanding unfolds 
"to the apprehension of spiritual 
Ideas,” which leads to the fifth step, 
"the demonstration of divine Sci- 
ence," evidenced in the sixth and 
seventh steps of "casting out devils, 
or error, and healing the sick." 

Only as healing appears In a 
community does the Christian Sci- 
ence church appear. The Church of 
Christ, Scientist, is unique in this 
respect: only after there has been 
healing and reformation of many 
individuals in a community is a 
branch church of The First Church 
of Christ, Scientist, The Mother 
Church, organized. 

The aspiration of the Christian 
Scientist's thought soaring in the 
firmament of understanding, to take 
these steps in his own experience, to 
express them In his thought of and 
expression of Church, Is measured 
by the clearness of hls realization 
of Church, the true Church, the 
spiritual idea, "the structure of 
Truth and Love." 

"And God blessed them, saying. 
Be fruitful, and multiply." The 
prosperity of our churches depends 
upon the spiritual animus of our 
thought of them, and our work for 
them. 

When hearts are chastened and 
pride rebuked, there comes a gen- 
uine aspiration for more of Christ s 
appearing. When we turn away 
from material things, we cast our 
net on the side of 8plrlt. In true 
aspiration the human Is surren- 
dered for the divine. True aspira- 
tion leads to the demonstration of 
the Science of Christianity in church 
and in individual life. 

In our church work, in our homes 
do we love enough to cherish and 
encourage the birth of spiritual as- 
piration In our neighbor, In our 
loved ones, In those whom we may 
be helping In Christian Science? Let 
us refuse to yield to their material- 
ism, to satisfy their material and 
mortal self-aggrandizement, their 
worldly ambition for place, power, 
popularity. Then let us, like Paul, 
and like our beloved Leader, eagerly 
tend and nourish spiritual aspira- 
tion in them, foster their new birth 
in Spirit, bring to them the lessons 
of the first chapter of Genesis. Then 
their ideas, spiritual sense, fly on 
spiritual wings in heaven, the king- 
dom of the real. 

Sixth Day: The Climax of Creation 

The sixth day represents the cli- 
max or fullness of creation. Aspira- 
tion united with demonstration lifts 
consciousness into the spiritual 
sense of being where Love is en- 
throned. The sixth day of unfold- 
ment presents man In God's image 
the full representation of Mind, the 
conscious Identity of Being, and 
man reflecting God’s intelligence. 

This is the fully matured, complete, 
spiritualized consciousness, which is 
man's true or real selfhood. 

Today not only the peace of na- 
tions. but the protection of our own 
nation, of our homes, of our church, 
depends to some degree upon the 
Individual right kno'-ing of every 
Christian Scientist. How shall the 
Christ. Truth, be demonstrated un- 
less by those who have a demon- 
strable understanding of Truth 
which heals the ills and sins of 
mankind? 

Out men and women in the armed 
services have proved to a wonderful 
degree that this healing prayer of 
Christian Science brings deliver- 
ance. A Christian Science Wartime 
Minister remarked to me recently. 
“When these boys call upon me for 
treatment in Christian Science they 
do not say. 'Will you please help 
me?’ They say. ’Will you please heal 
me?’ ” And he added. "I would 
say that nine times out of ten they 
are healed In one treatment." 

The basis for all demonstration ol 
Christian Science in our human ex- 
• perience is pruyer or treatment- 
the actual, workable understanding 
! of God and of man s oneness with 
i Him. Now. a Christian Science 
treatment should be as spontaneous 
I as light. Spontaneity Is characterls- 
1 tic of spiritual things. Treatment Is 
not something you do to a person 
or to a church; it is something per- 
fect you know about that which la 
already done, about that which al- 
ready is. Prayer In Christian Sci- 
ence Is based upon the fact of spirit- 
1 ual perfection. It la based on the 
1 premise that every tiling us already 
* 


created. Everything It, and because 
It is, and Is perfect, the practitioner 
acknowledges this liberating truth. 
Mrs. Eddy has said that (Unity of 
Good. p. 7) "an acknowledgment of 
the perfection of the Infinite Unseen 
confers a power nothing else can." 
This acknowledgment excludes from 
thought everything but the simple 
fact of perfect being. Let spiritual 
consciousness be. Our work becomes 
more and more unlabored as we 
argue less and acknowledge more. 

How shall we find our true self- 
-hood as God’s Idea unless we claim 
It, appropriate It? Can we aspire to 
Godlikeness and at the same time 
ly>ld to fictitious beliefs that are 
unlike God? Now Is the only ac- 
cepted time In Christian 8cience. 
Now Is the time to claim the right 
to be responsive and reeeptive to 
God’s thoughts, Ood’s ideas, because 
actually we are the expression, the 
evidence, the manifestation of these 
Ideas Let us claim divine Minds 
ability, its power, its purity, its Joy. 
its spiritual expansiveness, as our 
own and our only true conscious- 
ness. Then the mystery of so-called 
mortal life will yield to revelation; 
confusion will yield to scientific un- 
derstanding; and the abominations 
of giortal belief will give way to the 
spiritual, perfect Idea of universal 
Love. 

Seventh Day: The Completeness of 
Being Realixed 

"And on the seventh day God 
ended hls work which he had made; 
and he rested on the seventh day 
from all hls work which he had 
made.” As the material concept of 
earth and heaven disappear, all 
things become new. In this spirit- 
ualized consciousness, we find salva- 
tion. Science interprets salvation as 
“Life, Truth, and Love understood 
and demonstrated as supreme over 
all; sin, sickness, and death de- 
stroyed" (Science and Health, p. 
593). 

Bound by earth weights, one can- 
not experience salvation, cannot 
rise into spiritual consciousness. 
What constitutes our earth weights? 
Remembering the things that are 
behind. Paul tells us to forget them. 
The desire for Truth already within 
us aspires to all Truth, and might 
rise into its native atmosphere nat- 
urally -but for the accumulated be- 
liefs called a mortal past. These 
beliefs seem to bind us to earth 
much as a captive balloon is held 
by ropes. But when we realize that 
we lose nothing by forgetting a 
mortal past— an unreality— its sor- 
rows, Its mistakes, its grievances, its 
sins, its resentments, we have cut 
the ropes and are free. "All the good 
the past hath had remains to make 
our own time glad.” one of our 
hymns reads. All that ever really 
happened was that which was known 
of God. Then let us cut loose from 
earth weights and obey the call of 
Science! As our textbook says 
(p. 575), "Arise from your false con- 
sciousness into the true sense of 
Love, and behold the Lamb's wife, 
—Love wedded to its own spiritual 
idea." In other words, let us behold 
our oneness with the Father, our 
true identity as the son of God. Let 
us see ourselves as the new man. 
Let the spiritual sense of life and 
being encompass thought. Rest in 
action. Be actively loving. Love U 
life. Christian Science teaches that 
the Sabbath day of rest Is ceaseless 
unfoldment of good. 

The seven days of creation are 
seven periods of spiritual unfold- 
ment. in ascending consciousness. 
.Through this unfoldment the reality 
of creation appears. We cognize the 
universe of God’s creating, "the new 
heaven and the new earth” In 
which wars and rumors of war have 
no place. Just as the spiritual 
recognition In Christian Science of 
perfect man heals beliefs of sick- 
ness which mortal mind attaches to 
mortal man. so the realization, the 
revelation, of the spiritual universe 
heals the beliefs ot war and carnage 
which this mortal mind attaches to 
the material world. T n the divine 
universe matter is unknown. In this 
one universe man is found as spirit- 
ual idea. When we place our loved 
ones there, and see them as divine 
idea, we no longer think of them as 
subject to war or the effects of 
war. but as spiritual, perfect, har- 
monious. complete expression of the 
one divine Mind, forever reflecting 


the qualitlea of this Mind In health, 
purity, peace, spiritual perception, 
happiness. . 

Through “spiritually clearer views 
of Him." of Ood. our prayer, our 
demonstration, our dally lives are 
lifted above material sense Into the 
apprehension of spiritual, divine 
Ideas, that Chrlat-consclousness 
which heals and blesses all mankind.

Lt. Day Completes 
His 50th Mission 

1STH AAF IN ITALY — First 
Lieutenant Emerson Day, 23 Syl- 
van road, Waban, Mass., has re- 
cently flown his 50th’ combat mis- 
sion as a navigator in a 15th Air 
Force Flying Fortress Squadron 
operating from an advanced base 
in Italy. In Flying on aerial at- 
tacks to most of the European 
enemy countries, Lt. Day has come 
in for more than his .share of ex- 
citing memories. 

On July 26, on an attack on 
Vienna, Austria, Lt. Day’s ship 
was struck by flak. The No. 2 
engine was put out of commission, 
and the Nos. 3 and 4 engines 
acted up. They came back from 
the target through enemy skies un- 
escorted, with their ship laboring 
badly. The men in the ship were 
forced to throw out guns, ammuni- 
tion and all extraneous matter to 
lighten the load. 

When Lt. Day’s ship partici- 
pated in an attack on Munich, Ger- 
many, an September 12th. it was 
again struck by flak over the tar- 
get. Part of the wing was blown 


away. Had the flak been a few 
more inches forward, it would 
have struck the fuel tank, and the 
ship would have been no more.

The following new Traffic Laws 
have been adopted by the Newton 
Board of Aldermen: 

An amendment to the traffic 
regulations requiring that cars 
be parked parallel to the curb on 
Centre street, near Centre ave- 
nue. Newton, in front of the 
Hubbard Pharmacy. 

Heretofore diagonal parking of 
cars was permitted at the loca- 
tion, but the Fire Department 
complained that the congestion 
made it difficult to drive fire ap- 
paratus around the corner from 
Centre avenue to Centre street.

Merry Clirislnia* 

Each year at this time, either 
in this paper or in one published 
in a nearby community, I take a 
little time out from the discussion 
of purely political matters and 
make a modest attempt to get 
down to some of the fundamentals 
underlying our efforts to work and 
play together. 

First, however, let us take r 
long look ahead and see what is 
likely to happen in the political 
arena during the coming decade. 

I think that those who follow pol- 
itics most closely will agree that 
quite a few sweeping chnnges will 
occur. For one thing, the old, 
familiar party alignments are due 
for a possible re-shuffling. It may 
be that the names of our two 
major parties will remain the 
same; inside these two parties, 
however, the situation will be 
somewhat different. Many inde- 
pendents may decide to throw 
their lot with either the Repub- 
lican or the Democratic party. 
Furthermore, many Republicans, 
including present members of our 
armed forces may decide to change 
allegiance. Conversely, many oth- 
er servicemen may decide that the 
G.O.P. comes closer to meeting 
their political requirements than 
the Democratic party. 

I am not overlooking the possi- 
bility that a third party will be 
formed. . This may displace one 
of our current parties or it may 
struggle along uncertainly for a 
period, after which it may absorb 
one of the present organizations. 
My readers may recall that Rep. 
Hamilton Fish of New York, in 
his final blast to Congress, had 
something drastic to say anent a 
new party alignment. This can- j 
not he entirely discounted on the 
basis of Rep. Fish’s obvious dis- 
tress over his defeat, after two 
decades of continuous service in 
Congress. 

Finally, let us not forget that 
there will be some 11,000,000 men 
and women returning to civil life 
when this war is finally over. The 
views and desires of this vast 
army* of voters will have a pro- 
found influence on all espects of 
our national life. The returning 
veterans will constitute the big- 
gest single bloc of votes ever 
known in this country. They can 
either make or wuin the United 
States. On the basis of their 
grand performance during the 
past three bitter years, we may 
fairly assume that their influence 
will be in the right direction and 
that the country will benefit great- 
ly from their participation in na- 
tional affairs. 

Now, to get back to my original 
theme. Here we are at Christ- 
mas time, in the midst of the 
worst war in our entire history. 
Furthermore, the current news on 
the western front is very, very 
bad. Christmas will seem a mock- 
ery to countless thousands of our 
fighting men. Casualties are 
mounting and will continue to 
mount. And yet, here at home, 
many of us have been nourishing 
the hope for months that the war 
would be over by Christmas. Re- 
conversion was gradually starting 
in, only to be halted suddenly. 

Well, what can we do about it? 
Any number of things, if we only 
stop to think. Our major effort, 
of course, should be directed to- 
ward the fighting front. Any- 
| thing we can do to speed the win- 
| ning of the war, even in a small 
I way, should be done and done 
pronto. War workers should stay 
on the job and work harder and 
faster than ever. All of us, war 
workers or not, could and should 
maintain all our contacts as close- 


ly ns possible with those whom 
we know in the armed forces. We 
can nil write more frequent ' let- 
ters to the men and women over- 
seas. We enn donnte our own 
blood. We can assist the Red 
Cross. We can work in canteens. 
We can open up our homes to ser- 
vicemen. But why go on? We 
all know what we can do and what 
we ought to do. Let’s make up 
uor minds to do n lot more in 
1945 than we did in 1944. 

On the home front, there is also 
much that enn be done. We must, 
first of all. do our best to see to 
it that our community is just as 
fine nnd just ns wholesome as it 
was when our men and women 
left us to go to war. We must 
keep our house in order, govern 
ourselves wisely, conserve our re- 
sources. nnd plan ceaselessly for 
the care of our returning service- 
men. 

Do I hear someone say that 
these are mere generalities? Very 
well, let us be more concrete. I 
have been told within twenty-four 
hours that our Board of Aider- 
men and our Newton’s Citizens 
Advisory Committee for Return- 
ing Veterans have had some diffi- 
culty in seeing eye-to-eye on a 
number of matters. That may or 
may not be cause for concern. 
The Board and this particular 
committee have hundreds of diffi- 
cult problems to work out. It 
would be a miracle if they DID 
agree on nil policies. My reason 
for mentioning this matter at all 
is two-fold. In the first place, it 
came to me first from outside of 
Newton; from an important offi- 
cial in another community. In 
the second place, it is worth men- 
tioning now because it is vitally 
important that we all have the 
proper perspective and keep in 
mind that the important thing is 
NOT who shall do what or who 
gets the credit or the blame for 
something. The important thing 
is to make the best possible plans 
for our returning veterans and to 
leave no stone unturned in pro- 
viding them jobs, a decent home 
and any rehabilitation which may 
be necessary. 

One more word. We' all know 
how much time and energy we 
waste, especially in political af- 
fairs, simply because we do not 
particularly like some individual. 
Let that individual start some- 
thing, big or little, and immedi- 
ately the cry is raised, “What is 
he trying to do now? Is he get- 
ting ready to run for Mayor or 
the Board or something else? It 
is really rather silly. After all, 
there are thousands of men and 
women in Newton who serve un- 
selfishly year after year. Why 
do the politicians always have to 
get out the axe when some hard- 
working soul appears to be get- 
ting somewhere with some worth- 
while scheme for the benefit of 
the city? 

And so, may I make a quiet 
plea for just a bit more tolerance 
and understanding of all our good 
neighbors, Think what a wonder- 
ful thing it would be if we could 
have the spirit of our annual 
Community Chest drive through- 
out the year. Think how much 
happier we would all be. Why 
wait until the ravages of time 
force us to be more peaceful and

LION’S CLUB HEARS TALK 
ON USES OF X-RAY 

Edward Harper, a member of 
the Newton Lions Club spoke at 
the last meeting of the Club on 
the subject o X-Rr.ya. He is the 
District Manager of the Kelley - 
Koett Manufacturing Co., one if 
the oldest and largest manufac- 
turers of X-Ray equipment. Not 
only did the speaker tell of the 
history utui early beginnings of 
the X-Ray which was discovered 
bv Count Wilhelm Konrad von 
Roentgen, but he also told of the 
important uses to which X-Rays 
ar put in the industrial world, es- 
pecialv in the war industries where 
precision of parts is useless if the 
component materials are not flaw- 
less; it is here that the X-Ray is 
invaluable and in a great measure 


is responsible for the high quality 
of our war machines which are 
the pride and envy of the world. 

In . speaking of the therapeutic 
value of the X-Ray in the treat- 
ment of disease, notably cancer, 
Lion Harper urged the Lions io 
get back of the Fight Cancer move- 
ment, and to also support the 
fight against tuberculosis which is 
curable in its early stages, and 
which is capable of being dis- 
covered at its inception through 
the use of the fittoroscope and 
X-Ray pictures. Telling of what 
is being done in the TB field, he 
praised the City of Lowell, where 
there is in operation a municipal 
X-Ray laboratory to which all 
residents can go for free service 
in the interest of maintaining a 
high health rate among Lowellites. 

At the conclusion of the talk, 
there was a business meeting at 
which the final plans for the 
Christmas party to be held at the 
Newtonville Women’s Club were 
announced. This party is under 
the able direction of Lions Louis 
Testone and Charlie Monahan who 
have been working hard to make 
the evening a success.

We of the last war realized too 
late the importance of remember- 
Vig who was near us when wound- 
ed. injured or sick, either on this 
side or overseas. 

If you are unfortunate enough 
to receive a wound in combat, or 
icceive an injury or are confined 
to a hospital in line of duty, it will 
help you in the future to have the 
names and full military particu- 
lars of the comrades who were near 
you when wounded, or when you 
received the accident or if you 
were confined to a hospital. 

The reason for this is that many 
World War I veterans failed to 
keep any of these records, and five 
oi ten years after discharge filed 
for compensation, and in order to 
prove their claim were asked to 
supply affidavits from their bud- 
dies. After five years it is diffi- 
cult to remember where your buddy 
lived. 

We want you to feel that this is 
your department for advice and 
assistance. The smoking lamp it lit, 
the gangplank is down, and we 
can always get you a pass through 
the gate to the Department of Vet- 
erans’ Services.

REV. BOOTH CALLED TO 
N. C. LMTRAIAN CHURCH 

The Newton Centre* Unitarian 
Church has culled as its minister 
the Rev. Vincent Ravi Booth, who 
has for a number of weeks been 
filling the vacancy left by the 
withdrawal of Rev. L. Wendell 
Hughes. Dr Booth retired last 
summer as minister of the Con- 
gregational Church in Bennington, 
Vermont, where he had served for 
25 years. 

Dr. Booth was born in Naples, 
Italy, where his father was a min- 
ister. He received his B.A. degree 
from Ohio Wesleyan University 
in 1898, and in 1901 an M. A. from 
the same university and an S.T.B. 
from Boston University School of j 
Theology. He was awarded an 
honorary D.D. by Middlebury Col - 1 
lege in 1920. Ordained a Congre- 1 
gational i.iini.ter in 1901, he served 
in Hopedale. Muss.. Manchester, 
Vt.. and North Church, Cambridge, 
Mass., before he went to Benning- 
ton in 1919. There he served eight 
months each year; four months 
each year he was pastor of the 
Community Church at Melbourne 
Beach, Flu. 

While ut Bennington Dr. Booth 
restored the historic old church to 
its original for. anti made it an 
historical shrine for the whole 
state of Vermont. He also brought 
about the restoration or improve- 
ment of many other objects of his- 
torical interest. He was active in 
many of Bennington's social and 
civic uffairs, and was instrumental 
in setting up Bennington College, 
of which he is the founder. 

In addition to his many relig- 
ious, educational, and civic activi- 
ties, Dr. Booth hus travelled wide- 
lv over Europe and the Near East, 


and is the author of a number of 
books, including “A Pilgrimage to 
Paradise”; “Studies in Dante’s Di- 
vine Comedy”; “Mazzini, the Rebel 
of the 19th Century”; “Three Na- 
tional Shrines: Williamsburg, Vir- 
ginia, Valley Forge, Old Benning- 
ton.”

Aldermen Refuse to 
Grant Appropriation 
For School Committee 

The Newton Board of Aldermen 
or Monday night refused for the 
second time to grant an appropria- 
tion of $6,500 requested by the 
School Committee and recom- 
mended by Mayor Paul M. God- 
dard for the purpose of removing 
the general department of the 
Newton Trade School from the 
Hamilton School, Newton Lower 
Falls to the building formerly 
occupied by the Franklin School 
on River street, West Newton. It 
had been proposed to use this 
amount for repairs and alterations 
to the old Franklin building. At 
a meeting in November the Board 
had turned down this request, 
which was again recommended by 
the Mayor at the first meeting in 
December. 

The sum of $750 for repairs to 
the Newton end of the Bridge 
Street bridge was appropriated by 
the Board. An additional appro- 
priation was granted the Street 
Department for maintenance of 
(property! It was voted to appro- 
priate the sum of $19.50 to pay 
an old bill due the Boston Edison 
Company for the WPA Division 
and $120 for the Public Welfare 
Department for rent of a garage 
on Parsons street, West Newton, 
where furniture has been stored 
that came into the possession of the 
department through evictions, 
death or other reasons, some of 
which Chairman Lockwood of the 
finance committee explained is 
under litigation. 

An appropriation of $45.82 was 
for a pension for the remainder of 
the year for James Davis, an em- 
ployee of the Stredt Department 
whose retirement was authorized.

Kiwanis Governor 
Speaks At Newton 

— O 

Governor- Elect Charles Sullivan 
of Arlington was the speaker at 
the Newton Kiwanis Club Meeting 
held Tuesday noon at the Newton 
YMCA. Other clubs whose mem- 
bers attended in order to hear the 
address of the New England Gov- 
ernor-Elect were Allston-Brighton 
Arlington. Boston. .Jamaica Plain, 
Roslindale, Somerville, Waltham. 
Wellesley and Newton. 

The Governor-Elect's address 
was directed principally to the 
Presidents’-Elect of the various 
clubs who will serve in 1045. Ben- 
iamin Louis, President-Elect of 
ihe Newton Club presided. 

The subject of Governor-Elect 
Sullivan’s address was, “Kiwanis 
Plans in 1945." He outlined the 
importance of the home clubs in 
stressing the point that they were 
the real foundation of a large and 
influential organization consisting 
of 2200 clubs, with a membership 
ot 137,000 men scattered through 
out the United States and Canada. 
The New England district which 
he will serve as Governor next year 
covers the six New England states 
and consists of 124 clubs, with a 
\ membership of over 7,000. » 

( I Membership is limited to pro- 
fessional men and executives so 
tl.at this large group are almost 
all pleaders in their various com- 
munities. 

Governor-Elect Sullivan refer- 
red at length to the great .work 
which Kiwanians in New England 
had done in helping boys and girls, 
under-privileged children, war- 
time activities and a great deal 
of work done along other lines. 
He referred to the meeting which 
lie had just attended during No- 
vember in Chicago and which cov- 
ered more than four days of study 
of the work of Kiwanians and 
methods of improving its efficiency 
and organization. 

The Governor-Elect outlined the 
live objectives which had been 
adopted for the New England 
ciubs: 

1. To develop a district con- 
scientious in New England. 

2. To be sure that secretaries 
leport all club activities. 

3. A drive to be sure that all 
club reports are filed on time. 

4. A ten percent gain in mem- 
bership. 

5. At least one new club in each 
New England Division. 

While the Governor-Elect doe3 
not officially take office until the 
first of the year, he and the Gov- 
erning Board have already arrang- 
ed for a permanent New England 
District Kiwanis Office to be lo- 
cated at Room 818 Colonial Build- 
ing. 100 Boylston street, Boston. 
Mass. A secretarial force will be in 
attendance here at all times. 

Mr. Sullivan also announced 
that the mid-winter conference of 
Kiwanis would be held Saturday. 
January 20, at the Hotel Touraine 
in Boston. He also said that the 
international Convention this 
year would be held in Chicago 
Parting June 25 and that the New 
England District Convention would 
be held at the New Ocean House 
in Swampscott on September 27. 
2b and 29. 

At the conclusion of his address 
he was given a rousing vote of ap- 
preciation by all of those present 
who rededicated themselves to the 
accomplishment of Kiwanis aims 
p 1945.

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Rotary Club Meets 
At Brae Burn Club 

The regular meeting was held 
at the Brae Burn Country Club on 
Friday noon with President Orville 
Clapper presiding. ( 

The guest speaker was Mr. Jos- 
eph de Vicq of the New England 
Telephone and Telegraph Co. and 
was introduced by Dr. Edward P. 
Leonard. His subject was “Tele- 
phone Directories." He mentioned 
the fact that Directories are Per- 
sonalized and compiled to give the 
best possible service to telephone 
subscribers and likened the service 
to the Rotary Club, which has ns 
its motto, "Service Above Self.'' 
He said that every directory is 
checked at least five times to avoid 
any possibility of errors and last 
year only 127 errors could be ac- 
counted for in the Boston direc- 
tory which means that there is 
nr. error of only about one to each 
3000 names in the directory. In 
addition to the 74 directories is- 
sued each year there are daily 
sheets issued to nil exchanges list- 
ing changes of listings. Also a 
monthly Directory listed by streets. 
In addition to larger directories 
there are about 71 small books 
which save the subscribers a lot 
of time and also the company. 

The time of issuing various 
directories is governed largely by 
determining when the peak of 
changes occur in various communi- 
ties. Boston’s peak being from Sep- 
tember to November. He men- 
tioned that the type selected is 
chosen with a great deal of care 
n. order to make the books as 
easily read as possible. Also 
called to our attention that all 
covers of books carry no advertis- 
ing in order to make them more 
attractive. 

The first directory was a very 
small one in 1880 for Boston and 
Brookline. The first Newton book 
was issued in 1884 and in 1885 
the book contained 75 business 
listings and at present time there 
are 41 of the firms who are in the 
present book. The first classified 
listings were made in 1925. 

The subject proved to be very 
interesting and made us realize 
what a large amount of work goes 
into the making of the books we 
use each day. •

quoted it in detail. There is no 
mistaking what it said. It was 
very specific about such things as 
the rights of small nations to 
determine their own form of gov- 
ernment, without pressure or dic- 
tation from ANY outside source. 

Of course, what I am driving at 
in this instance is the deplorable 
situation in Greece, where Eng- 
land is busy using her armed 
might to put down a so-called re- 
bellion. Some of us are wonder- 
ing if any lend-lease materials 
are being used here. Some brave 
souls in Congress are proposing 
to make careful inquiry into the 
entire lend-lease situation in the 
near future. It is high time that 
this was done. 

Another phase of the general 
situation is this; the United States 
is currently bearing the brunt of 
the fighting on the western front. 
The ratio of armed forces is, I 
ai . told, about seventy to thirty, 
ns between our country and the 
British Empire. In other words, 
we are now “holding the bag” for 
the Allies on the crucial fighting 
front as well as playing our cus- 
tomary vital role as the chief pro- 
ducer of the weapons of war. 
Again, some of us are wondering 
where we are eoing to come out 
when this war is over. Are we 
sacrificing several hundred thou- 
sand lives of our fighting men and 
burdening future generations with 
a staggering debt for nothing? Is 
permanent peace a myth? Are 
we merely holding the British Em- 
pire together and giving Russia 
carte blanche to organize post- 
war Europe id any manner she 
may desire? 

What we need today, and we 
| need it badly, is more informa- 
tion about what goes on behind 
the scenes. It is time that the 
| American people were told, and 
told in simple language, what the 
I score is. It is time that we knew 
WHY it took all this time to de- 
cide to close down the horse and 
dog tracks, — one of the most 
flagrant sources of man-power 
and material waste imaginable. 
We have paper salvage drives at 
the same time that horse-track 
sheets are flooding every big city 
in the country. Telephone ma- 
terials arc scarce and yet there 
must be hundreds of thousands 
of phones used for nothing but 
race-track purposes. And yet we 
have to wait until absenteeism in 
■ war plants becomes so scandalous 
j that Mr. Byrnes steps in and “re- 
quests” the closing of horse and 
doer tracks. 

Let’s get on with the war and 
stop fooling. Let’s tell our rep- 
resentatives in Congress what we 
think about this and other vital 
matters.

Jane: Oh, that wop’t maiter; it hasn't been on the door- 
step more than 2 or 3 houfs. 

Bill : Maybe we ought to build a box for the milk so that, l 
if it ever lias to stand, the sun won't get at it. 

Jane: I’ve never had any trouble with it souring. We use 
it up so quickly. I don’t know as I’d bother with a box. 

*Bill: Well, I still don’t think it docs it any good to leave 
it out there in the sun. • 

*Bill Scores: 

Recent research shows that although a few hours of sunlight 1 
may have little effect on the souring of milk, it may change the 
nutritive value considerably. 

At the Idaho Experiment Station is was found that milk 
left in the sunlight for 2 hours lost nearly .50% oj its riboflavin 
( vitamin B2), and in 6 hours lost from 70 to 80%. 

In another study it was found that when milk was allowed j 
to stand 6 hours in the shade there was only a slight loss of rib- 
oflavin (10%). Thus the heat f.rom the sun does not have as j 
much effect on the riboflavin as the direct sunlight. 

Milk is one of the best sources of riboflavin. One pint of 
milk daily furnishes about half of the daily recommended al- 
lowance for this vitamin.

stances. 

pointing out that the Savings 
Bank Life Insurance plan, whereby 
policies are issued over the coun- 
ter to people who buy on their 
own initiative, has resulted in sub- 
stantial savings to policyholders.

Social Security 
Benefits for Once 
Retired Workers 

Mr. James T. Phelan, matiuger 
of the Cambridge office of tho 
Social Security Board, today ex- 
plained the effect of the Board’s 
announcement that upon request 
it will ro-calculate the amount of 
old-age and survivors insurance 
benefits available to once retired 
workers to include credit for 
wages received since the benefits 
were first claimed. 

"This action,” Mr. Phelan said, 
"is intended to take into account 
the fact that many workers past 
the age of 66, who have retired 
and drawn benefits, have gone 
back to work since the country 
started its preparation for war. 
Originally, these workers by filing 
a claim set their benefits so that 
they could not be moved up or 
down. But they returned to ’work 
unexpectedly, and generally have 
received higher wagc3 than be- 
fore. The Board has therefore an- 
nounced that, in order to meet the 
intent of the law, their benefits 
may be recomputed in order to 
credit towards monthly retirement 
benefits the wages they received 
after they had once filed a claim.” 

Approximately 1000 workers in 
this area who are past age 65 and 
have received some benefits under 
social security have had their pay- 
ments suspended and probably 
will benefit from the Board’s de- 
cision, Mr. Phelan said. 

To prevent confusion or mis- 
understanding, Mr. Phelan issued 
the following cautions: 

(1) Increased benefits will be 
available only to workers 65 or 
older, who have claimed benefits 
and who subsequently have worked 
in jobs covered by the Social Se- 
curity Act, and, generally, at 
higher pay than their former 
average monthly wage. The bene- 
fit amounts of widows, orphans or 
aged parents whose benefits were 
based on wages up to the time of 
an insured worker’s death cannot 
be changed. 

(2) Benefits will be re-calcu- 
lated upon request of beneficiary. 

(3) The announcement docs not 

mean that any person may receive 
benefits while working in jobs cov- 
ered by the law. The law provides 
that benefits be suspended for any 
month in which the beneficiary 

makes more than $14.99 on a cov- 
ered job. 

(4) There is no need for any- 
body who has been working in 

covered employment after he filed 
a claim to ask for a re-computation 
of his benefits as long as his pay 
stays as high as his average 
monthly wage between January 1, 
1937, and the date he filed his 

claim. On the other hand, if his 

pay starts going down — as a result 
of illness, reduced hours, loss of 
his job or for any other reason — 
the worker who is 65 or older 
should consult the nearest office 
of the Social Security Board at 
once. 

The Cambridge office of the So- 
coial Security Board is located at 
1248 Massachusetts avenue, Har- 
vard squafe. 

In time, Mr. Phelan pointed out, 
the new ruling will prove benefi- 
cial to many workers who attain 
age 66 and face the possibility 
that reduced pay, no matter what 
the cause, may result in reduced 
benefits. In the past, he said, some 
of these workers have chosen to 
"freeze” their benefit amounts by 
filing a claim, even though they 
intended to keep on working. That 
protected them against any drop 
in the benefit, but it also prevented 
any increase. The net effect is 
that a worker, upon reaching age 
65, may "peg” his benefit so that 
it will not be reduced but can be 
increased on the basis of his fu- 
ture work record.

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N. C. Sergeant Has 
Very “Busy Day” 
Fighting Germans 

WITH THE 1ST INFANTRY 
DIVISION IN GERMANY — 
When the battle situation becomes 
tense, the command of the "Fight- 
ing First” Infantry Division has 
found that invariably there are 
brave men equal to the situation, 
who rise to meet the enemV gal- 
lantry. Just such a man is Staff 
Sergeant Paul W. Robey, Jr., of 
25 Westminster road, Newton Cen- 
ter, Mass. 

Our infantry forces had taken 
a group of pillboxes in the famous 
Siegfried Line which the Germans 
needed badly in order to maintain 
their defense line. After one of 
the heaviest artillery barrages of 
the entire campaign, the enemy 
sent a radio-controlled Goliath 
down the road to blow up the pill- 
box which Sgt. Robey and his 
squad were holding. Failing in 
this attempt, the Jerries organized 
an assault team to attack the pill- 
box. 

Equipped with rifles, grenades, 
demolitions and flame throwers and 
supported by self-propelled guns, 
the enemy charged. Leaving the 
protection of the pillbox, Robey 
was discovered by the Germans, 
and in the exchange of fire that 
followed, he killed at least one of 
the enemy assault team. Moving 
behind a house for protection, Sgt. 
Robey ran into three Jerries, whom 
he promptly took prisoner. 

After a short wait, Robey de- 
cided to return with the prisoners. 
Nearing the pillbox he ran into 
another American who told him I 
that the enemy was getting pre- • 
pared to use flame throwers on the ; 
pillbox in which his squad were, j 
Turning the prisoners over to this 
other soldier, Robey ran towards 
the Germans, shooting and yelling 
as he charged. The enemy scat- 1 
tered in all directions. . 

Continuing on to the pillbox, 
Robev rallied his squad and set ; 
out again, determined to set fire 
to the self-propelled guns which 
he had noticed from his position 
at the house. Returning to that 
position and working forward 
from there, Robey was able to set 
two of these guns afire by shooting 
incendiary bullets into them. 

Commenting on the action, Sgt. 
Robey smiled and said, "It was a 
busy day.” ^
